
Grant is 
letdown 
for town 
hospice 

A HOSPICE in Stourbridge 
has won a share of a multi¬ 
million pound government 
funding scheme. 

But bosses at the Mary 
Stevens Hospice in Hagley 
Road say the money they 
will get, about half a million 
pounds, may not be enough 
for them to carry out their 
plans. 

The hospice is one of six 
regional centres to share £60 
million. 

The Mary Stevens cash 
will go towards a £750,000 
project to create a spiritual 
space, and to start a commu¬ 
nity support project. 

But chief executive Peter 
Holliday said: “We are 
delighted, but in reality we 
hoped to be awarded more. 

“If we cannot find the 
additional funding then we 
hope to try and run a 
stripped-down service for 
the community and if that 
isn’t possible we may have to 
consider giving up the 
funding.” 

The group will now seek 
additional cash through 
fundraising. 

At the initiatives launch, 
Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg said: “This extra 
funding will help bring hos¬ 
pices up to date, so staff and 
volunteers can work in 
modern environments.”

Almost 50 homes will be built on part of the former Stuart Crystal 
Works site in Wordsley under the proposals by Morris Homes Ltd. 

The scheme has been recommended for approval by officers who said 
it would help to breathe new life into the redundant site off Argyle 
Close. And Councillor Derrick Hemingsley, who represents Wordsley, 


Expert hails 
rail bus as 
way forward 

A RAIL shuttle service in Stour¬ 
bridge is being held up as the way 
forward for the national rail 
network in a new book. 

In The Great Railway Conspir¬ 
acy, trains expert David Henshaw 
hails the Parry People Mover. 

He says the rail bus, which 
ferries more than 500,000 passen¬ 
gers a year between Stourbridge 
Town and Junction stations, could 
be used to bring back into use 
branch lines which were axed 50 
years ago. 

The lightweight rolling stock is 
powered by a 2.3 litre car engine. 

“It could be the future for many 
lines,” said Mr Henshaw, aged 53, 
who lives in Dorset. 

John Parry, chairman of JPM 
Parry & Associates, Cradley 
Heath, the company behind the 
People Mover, said: “It’s about 
time someone noticed what we are 
doing.” 


said he was pleased the site was 
being revamped. 

“It has been an eyesore for some 
time and this development can 
only be for the better,” he said. “I 
fully support this. It will be a real 
improvement for the area.” 

A final decision on whether to 
grant planning permission will be 
made by councillors on April 22. 

Under the proposals 26 apart¬ 
ments and 22 three and four- 
bedroom properties would be 
built overlooking the Stourbridge 
Canal, which runs through the 
former glassworks. 

Regenerate 

In a report to councillors on 
April 22, planning officer Vijay 
Kaul said the proposed develop¬ 
ment “respects the character and 
distinctiveness of the area.” 

He added the application pro¬ 
vided an opportunity to regener¬ 
ate that part of the borough. 

The museum plans are being 
led by Complex Development 
Projects, which owns the land, 
and Dudley Council. 

They are waiting to hear if a 
£2million bid for European 
funding has been successful. 

The museum will house glass 
collections from across the region 
and is expected to attract thou¬ 
sands of visitors.

Work due 
to start 
on hotel 
scheme 

DEVELOPERS are poised 
to start clearing a site ear¬ 
marked for a £6million hotel 
and restaurant in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Work to demolish existing 
buildings to make way for 
the new Premier Inn will get 
under way in the next 
month. 

There will also be a 
Brewers Fayre restaurant 
and 122 parking spaces at 
the site off Birmingham 
Street. 

The land was used for 
many years by Cox Hire Ltd 
but the firm has moved to 
Netherton. 

Councillors have wel¬ 
comed the hotel plan as a 
move which could encourage 
visitors to the area. 

Councillor Colin Wilson 
said: “There is a dearth of 
hotels in the borough so this 
application is very welcome 
and to throw a restaurant in 
as well is a very good thing.” 

The 80-bed hotel will 
create 43 full-time and 22 
part-time jobs and there will 
be extra jobs during con¬ 
struction. 

A spokesman for Premier 
Inn said it was hoped that 
construction would start in 
late autumn and the hotel 
would open in spring 2014.

Air-gun yobs damage 
war memorial window 


AIR-GUN wielding vandals 
have shot holes in a stained 
glass church window in¬ 
stalled as a memorial to Lye 
soldiers who lost their lives 
in the Second World War. 

Worshippers at Christ Church, 
High Street, were devastated to find 
six bullet-shaped holes had been 
made in the ornate window, includ¬ 
ing one in the arm of a soldier 
depicted on the glass. 

Although the glass is protected by 
a wire mesh to stop bricks being 
thrown at it, the protection was not 
enough to prevent air-gun pellets 
causing damage. 

The window is engraved with the 
names of men from the town who 
were killed during the conflict 
between 1939 and 1945. 


It is believed to have been 
installed in the early-1950s as a 
lasting tribute to those who had 
given their lives. 

The Rev Simon Falshaw said 
everyone had been very upset by the 
attack on the window but pledged it 
would be repaired. 

“The window was shot with an 
air-gun which has made six or seven 
holes in the glass,” he said.

Teenager is 
tagged for 
throwing 
post at car 

A TEENAGER was part of a 
group of youths who attacked 
slow-moving cars during 
heavy snow in the Black 
Country, a court was told. 

The 15-year-old from 
Sedgley was spared being 
locked up with magistrates 
warning him it was his final 
chance. He was one of three 
teens who threw missiles at 
cars as they navigated wintry 
conditions on Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road. 

Dudley Youth Court heard 
how the schoolboy, who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons, was with friends 
throwing snowballs at vehi¬ 
cles at 10pm on January 17. 

The teen picked up a rock 
and smashed the back 
window of a Vauxhall Zafira, 
a few minutes later he and 
his gang launched a fence 
post at a car driven by a 
woman, the court heard. 

The teen and his two 
friends also threw a bin lid at 
another car. 

The schoolboy pleaded 
guilty to three acts of crimi¬ 
nal damage and to assault on 
a 13-year-old boy. Magis¬ 
trates sentenced him to an 
18-month rehabilitation 
order and an 18-month 
supervision requirement. He 
will have to wear a tag with a 
curfew of 7 pm to 7 am seven 
days a week and was ordered 
to pay £780 compensation. 

Metro lines 
reopened 

THE Midland Metro was 
reopened this week after 
being closed for two and a 
half weeks for platforms to 
be altered.

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Maternity 
unit set to 
get£4i,000 

A MATERNITY unit at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital will get a £41,000 
revamp to help women 
receive “the best possible 
care” thanks to a Govern¬ 
ment grant. 

Cash will be spent on 
refurbishing the Midwife 
Led Unit (MLU) to create a 
“homely” setting for 
mothers-to be. It is offered 
to pregnant women, who are 
considered low risk, as an 
alternative to home birth. 

The work will include 
fitting subdued lighting to 
resemble a star-lit sky, 
installing artwork and pro¬ 
viding birthing balls, stools, 
mats and bean bags to add to 
the popular birth pool. 

Active birth classes will be 
offered to help women famil¬ 
iarise themselves with the 
hospital’s labour and birth 
equipment to help them feel 
less anxious about giving 
birth. 

The hospital’s maternity 
department received the 
cash as part of a nationwide 
£25 million Department of 
Health scheme to help 
improve maternity facilities. 

Head of midwifery Steph 
Mansell said there had been 
an increasing demand on 
the hospital’s maternity 
services, which reached 
more than 5,000 births in 
the 2011/12 financial year. 

Matron Yvonne Jones 
said: “In the coming 12 
months we intend to offer 
the MLU as an option to 
‘low-risk’ women.”

Mother ready to flee war-threatened country 


MOTHER-OF-TWO Irina James is waiting “on 
tenterhooks” with her bags packed ready to flee 
South Korea in the wake of sabre-rattling war 
talk from the country’s northern neighbour. 

Irina recently moved from Norton, Stour¬ 
bridge, to the South Korean capital of Seoul. The 
former language coordinator at Halesowen 
College is now based at an international school in 
Seoul. 

The school, where she is head of languages, has 
advised pupils and staff to be packed ready to 
evacuate to Thailand if the threat from North 
Korea’s leader Kim Jong Un is stepped up. 
German-born Irina, who is in her mid-50s, 
Irina James - lives in Seoul said: “We are on tenterhooks here. Bags packed, 



ready for evacuation to Thailand. It’s tense, but 
we are still sitting tight. Business as usual. 

“We foreigners have, hopefully, a ticket out of 
here, when push comes to shove. The South 
Koreans have nowhere to go. I am thinking of my 
colleagues, the kindest and most helpful people 
you could wish for. They have to endure these 
threats and odious rhetoric year after year. 

Bracing 

“The South Koreans, although concerned, are 
a stoic lot. They have heard it all before. This time 
it is more aggressive though.” 

Irina said people in Seoul were bracing them¬ 
selves in case Kim Jong Un followed up his 


warlike gesturing with action. This is what we 
think will happen. From now onwards we can 
expect a rocket making its way to one of the 
islands,” she said. 

“Kim Jong Un’s father did something similar a 
few years back.” 

She added: “People in Seoul are OK at the 
moment. We have all registered with our respec¬ 
tive embassies and they would alert us about any 
imminent emergencies, measures and evalua¬ 
tion procedures.” 

Irina, who has two grown-up sons, was brought 
up in Berlin but came to England in 1987 and 
settled in Stourbridge. She took up her present 
role in Seoul in October.

FUNDRAISERS took to the running track 
for a fun 5k challenge to raise money for a 
charity helping those recovering from 
strokes. 

It was organised by people attending 
Dudley Stroke Association’s weekly fitness 
classes at the Dell Stadium, Pensnett. 

Classes have run for a year and members 
wanted to set themselves a challenge as well 
as raise cash for the charity. 

About 20 people took part in the event, 
which was started by Mayor of Dudley 
Melvyn Mottram and his wife and Mayoress 
Michelle, who walked the first lap. Walkers 
were joined by workers from Dudley Stroke 
Association and park rangers. Organisers 


are counting sponsor money and proceeds of 
a cake stall and tombola. 

Charity trustee Anne Adams said they 
planned to make it an annual event after 
people completed as much as the walk as 
they were able to - some in stages. 

She said: “It was so encouraging to see 
people who have had strokes walk around 
the track, even in short stages.” 

The mayor nominated the association as 
one of his charitable causes in his past year 
in office. People recovering from a stroke are 
also invited to join the Dell Fitness Class, 
which is organised through park rangers at 
the stadium each Wednesday between 
10.30am and 11.30am. 


THE parents of tragic Wordsely eight-year-old Owen Jeremy have 
spoken of their “disappointment” at an inquest verdict that laid no 
blame at the door of the hospital where he was treated. 

Owen’s parents, Rowena and David Jeremy, are now considering 
whether to take legal action over Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital’s treat¬ 
ment of him when he was admitted after an asthma attack. 


Mrs Jeremy, of Clock Tower View, said, 
despite a “natural causes” verdict in which 
the coroner described Owen’s care as being 
“proper, careful and appropriate”, she has 
been told the hospital’s own inquiry has 
ruled that the effectiveness of the sporty 
youngster’s treatment with nebulisers was 
not evaluated. 

She said she was told by the hospital that 
an order has been issued to staff on the chil¬ 
dren’s ward to make sure the effectiveness 
of nebulisers is evaluated and documented, 
as one of the “learning points” from the 
tragedy. 

“We are disappointed by the inquest 
verdict and that the coroner did not feel 
there was any neglect,” said Mrs Jeremy, 
aged 38, who works for the MET Office. 

“We are now working with our legal team 
to see where we go from here. 

Panicked 

“Key for us is the monitoring of the effec¬ 
tiveness of treatment with nebulisers, which 
is highlighted in the hospital trust’s own 
root cause analysis.” 

The inquest, held in Smethwick last 
Wednesday, heard Owen was given at least 
four nebulisers of Salbutamol, used to open 
up the air passages in the lungs, before it was 
found to be having little effect. 

An attempt by a doctor to insert an intra¬ 
venous line for medication failed when 
Owen, who had told his mother he was 
“scared of dying”, panicked. 

And, when staff then gave him a nebuliser 
containing the stress hormone adrenaline, 
he ripped off his mask, went into respiratory 
arrest and died just after midnight on May 
24, the day after he was admitted to hospital. 

Owen was the only child of 38-year-old 
Mrs Jeremy and her husband, aged 41. 

The youngster, an active child who loved 
playing football and swimming despite suf¬ 
fering from asthma, was taken to hospital by 
his mother on the afternoon of May 23 after 
he fell ill at his school, Fairhaven Primary, 
Wordsley. 

Miss Anna Diamond, representing the 
family, questioned staff closely during the

five-hour inquest in Smethwick about 
Owen’s treatment. 

It included the heat on the ward and the 
decision to give him an adrenaline nebuliser 
after he panicked and refused to let a doctor 
insert an intravenous line for medication. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain 
said: “It seems to me he has had extremely 
careful and competent treatment.” 

Mr Balmain said it was unfortunate that 
the hospital’s senior registrar, who treated 
Owen on the tragic night, Dr Kamanee 
Upatissa, was not at the inquest after 
moving to a new job in Sri Lanka and her 
evidence was given in a statement. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: “Any 
death of a patient is tragic but a child’s 
death is particularly so. 

“We would like to take this opportunity 
once again to express our sincere condo¬ 
lences to the family of Owen Jeremy. 

“A thorough review was undertaken and 
the Trust acknowledges the coroner’s 
verdict.”

He said: “Our 
biggest cost will always be 
officer hours and we must 
get maximum benefit for 
every hour we have.”

Wyre Forest District 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee approved plans for 
the 18th century proper¬ 
ties in Horsefair, Kidder¬ 
minster. 

Although the plans were 
given the go-ahead, a 
number of members said 
this was only because it 
was the only option on the 
table. 

Hospital trust is 
to shed 300 jobs 

AROUND 300 clerical and 
administration jobs at 
Worcestershire’s three 
hospitals are under threat 
as part of cost-cutting 
plans. 

Worcestershire Acute 
Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which runs Kidderminster 
Hospital, needs to save £60 
million by 2017 and axe 
300 non-clinical posts from 
its 6,000 staff.

Man posed as boy to get girls' pictures 


A DUDLEY man who posed as a boy 
on social network sites to chat up 
young girls and persuade them to 
send him indecent photographs has 
been jailed for 18 months. 

Lee Heathcock, aged 36, ex¬ 
changed BlackBerry Messenger 
posts with children as young as 11, 
talked about his school, used an 
image of a teenage boy as his profile 
picture, and adopted text speak to 


convince victims they were in touch 
with a child. Heathcock, who police 
said was a prolific Dudley criminal, 
admitted 11 charges, including 
inciting children to engage in sexual 
activity and pornography and pos¬ 
sessing indecent images. 

He asked for six more offences to 
be taken into consideration. Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard offi¬ 
cers from West Midlands Police’s 


Public Protection Unit had looked at 
more than 20,000 messages on his 
phone and uncovered more than 400 
conversations with children. 

Once he felt he had struck up a 
relationship, his conversations with 
the children became sexual and sent 
indecent images and he encouraged 
the children to do the same. Police 
found evidence of him exchanging 
sexually explicit images and chat 


with girls in the UK and abroad. 
Five were aged 12 and one was 11. 

Heathcock was jailed for 18 
months, put on the Sex Offender’s 
Register for 10 years and banned 
from working with children. 

The investigation began when the 
convicted burglar, of no fixed 
address, was arrested by an off-duty 
police officer. He had been wanted 
for recall to prison. 


Victim of death crash 
not wearing seatbelt 


A CARE assistant from Stourbridge who was killed when a car 
ploughed into a tree was not wearing a seatbelt, an inquest heard. 
Samantha Jennings was the front passenger of the black Vauxhall 
Astra when it came off the A449 at Cookley on December 8. 

Worcestershire Coroners Court heard last week neither the 26-year-old, of Aldridge 
Close, nor two men travelling in the car had been wearing seatbelts. The inquest was told 
Miss Jennings’ boyfriend Thomas Whitehouse had been driving the car and their friend 


Foundry fined 
after fall near 
molten metal 

AN IRON foundry has been landed with a 
court bill of more than £14,000 after a 
worker fell on a platform above a conveyor 
belt containing molten metal. 

Anthony Latham escaped with bruising to 
his shoulder, arm and neck during the inci¬ 
dent in Brierley Hill but health and safety 
chiefs said he could easily have fallen back¬ 
wards into the molten metal stream. 

Brockmoor Foundry Company Limited, of 
Leys Road, pleaded guilty to breaching the 
Health & Safety at Work act at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates Court last week after failing to carry 
out risk assessments 

The firm was charged following the inci¬ 
dent in October 2011 when Mr Latham, 
aged 41, of Tipton, fell on a platform above 
a conveyor belt containing molten metal at 
a temperature of 1,400C 

Misused 

A report by the HSE was carried out and 
it was discovered employees, who work 
taking samples of the metal, were misusing 
the platform as a step to cross a conveyor 
belt which ultimately led to its collapse 

Magistrates heard that ad-hoc repairs 
were made to the platform but no risk 
assessment was carried out nor was there 
any safety guidance given to employees. 

Mr John Glynn, prosecuting on behalf of 
the HSE, said: “The incident was entirely 
avoidable and occurred because the 
company failed to assess the risks and 
control the hazards.” 

Mr Gary Lews, defending, said: “The 
company has a dedicated health and safety 
manager and they take such incidents very 
seriously. “They were the ones who reported 
this to the HSE as opposed to the investiga¬ 
tors simply finding out from elsewhere.” 

The firm was fined £10,400 for the breach 
and ordered to pay £4,000 in court costs. 


Leander Mock was sitting in the back seat. 

Mr Geraint Williams read a report from 
West Mercia Police traffic officer Graham 
Powell who had carried out investigations 
following the crash. 

“Indications are there was a loss of control 
immediately after a right-hand bend. It 
appears the tyres impacted the kerb before 
colliding first with a sandstone wall and 
then a tree. 

All three occupants were ejected from the 
vehicle. It is his view the cause lies solely 
with the driver either misjudging speed and 
position along this section of road or failing 
to maintain a level of concentration.” 

Mr Williams said no alcohol had been 
found in Mr Whitehouse’s blood but 
cannabis was detected. However he said it 
was not known when this had been taken. 

Mr Williams said the officer could not say 
for certain what had happened. 

“There is a possibility something else 
could have happened, such as an animal in 
the road, we just do not know,” he said. 

Bump 

Mr Williams said tests on thecar had 
revealed no mechanical faults but had con¬ 
firmed none of the occupants had been 
wearing seatbelts. The inquest heard from 
Mr Mock, who said he had called Mr White- 
house and Miss Jennings earlier in the day 
and asked them to meet him in Stourbridge. 

He was celebrating his birthday and after 
visiting some pubs he had asked to take a 
drive with them so they could talk and catch 
up. “I only saw Tom have one drink all 
evening and we were going at a reasonable 
speed not going above limit,” he said. 

Mr Mock said he had felt “a bump” before 
the car started to skid and it felt like the rear 
tyres had left the road. He said he had 
blacked out and woken up in the field where 
he had tried to help his friends. 

A statement from Mr Whitehouse said he 
could not remember the events of the crash 
or the evening after he and Miss Jennings 
returned from Birmingham. 

Recording a verdict of accidental death, 
Mr Williams said: “We consider what hap¬ 
pened was a case of driver error with cata¬ 
strophic, fatal and tragic results. 
Nevertheless, it was an accident and that is 
what I will record.”

She 
said the two had seen in the 
new year before going to bed. 

She had woken up alone 
and found him with an 
extension lead tied to the 
bannister and around his 
neck as he sat, lifeless, on 
the stairs. 

The inquest heard a that 
post mortem found drugs in 
his system. He had previ¬ 
ously a heroin addict. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain said the case 
was a puzzle.” 

A narrative verdict was 
recorded, saying that Mr 
Bartlett hanged himself.

But Parker, who had pre¬ 
vious convictions for attack¬ 
ing other women, was 
unanimously found guilty of 
assault and remanded for 
sentence last week. Re¬ 
corder Stephen Lowne told 
Parker, of Buffrey Road, 
Dudley: “You approached 
the victim without provoca¬ 
tion, pushed and then struck 
her. You had intended to do 
this because of some childish 
grudge from the past.”

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I TRIED the BBC’s new social 
class calculator three times, and 
came up with three different 
answers. Apparently, I can't be 
“traditional working class” 
because I don’t go to “gigs”. But 
should anybody over 40 admit to 
going to “gigs” anyway? We go 
to concerts, surely? 

According to the research, the 
“established middle class” are 
gregarious individuals with “high 
cultural capital”, whereas the 
“technical middle class” are a 
“small distinct group that aren't 
so social, but are into emerging 
culture such as gaming, the inter¬ 
net and rock music”.

Looking down the list, I know a 
teacher, a nurse and a university 
lecturer. I think a chap I meet 
twice a year might be an electri¬ 
cian, but I could have that wrong. 
Does the bloke who owns an 
engineering works in Bilston 
count as a chief executive? 

The survey seems to assume 
we all live our social lives around 
the dinner party circuit. 

Maybe those who came up 
with the questions think that the 
“traditional working class”, when 
not at gigs, spend their time 
hosting their special brand of 
dinner parties. You know, where 
people sit around the table 
quaffing cans of Special Brew 
while watching videos of Jeremy 
Kyle, and discussing the life of a 
shop assistant or a lorry driver. 

But I can't help think that while 
the survey tells us much about 
the social background of those 
who work at the BBC, it says very 
little about the rest of us.

Three old mates have more 
than 80 years of happy 
memories as LOUISE JEW 
found out 


THREE likely lads from Lye - 
now all aged in their 90s - have 
enjoyed a special get-together 
to reminisce about well over 80 
years of friendship. 

The 90th birthday of William “Oliver” 
Amos provided an opportunity for a 
reunion for the trio, who grew up in Lye 
and became good friends in the Scouts. 

Oliver and chums, Leslie Hill, now 
aged 92 and from Oldbury, and 91-year- 
old George Worton, now of Bourne¬ 
mouth, went on to serve in the Second 
World War and each saw out at least 50 
years of marriage, surviving their wives. 

Oliver, now living in the Avondale resi¬ 
dential home, Norton Road, Stourbridge, 
said: “We’ve got many happy memories to 
share and enjoy - so there can’t have been 
much wrong with Lye.” 

Raised 

Leslie and George joined Oliver for his 
recent birthday in Norton. 

George recalled from their days as chil¬ 
dren growing up in Lye: “In those early 
days there were not many cars or lorries 
about, so we could play with safely in the 
streets. 

“How many remember the games we 
did play? Jack-upon-the Mopstick, shine- 
the-light, kick-the-can, marbles and the 
cigarette cards we used to save.” 

Oliver was born and raised in Union 
Street, Lye, and he, Leslie and George, 
together with another friend, the late 
Harry Hill, attended the town’s Orchard 
Lane School. 

Oliver started work at Evason brothers 
in Lye, making enamelware, before going 
on to serve an apprenticeship with the 
Ducatt Heating and Engineering 
company in Amblecote, Stourbridge. 

When called up for the army, he was 


osted to Burma and celebrated his 21st 
irthday en route by convoy to the Far 
East around the Cape of Good Hope. 

Before setting off, he married 
Dorothy Parker, from Wollaston, Stour¬ 
bridge, in October 1943 - with Leslie as 
his best man. 

But Oliver would not see Dorothy 
again for three years. 

And after his “Class B” release from 
the army, in which he was Company Ser¬ 
geant Major for A Company in the East 
Yorkshire Regiment, he saw his daugh¬ 
ter, Pauline, for the first time. Return¬ 


ing to civilian life he took up his pre-war 
position with the Ducatt Heating 
company. 

In his spare time, together with 35 
other skilled tradesmen, became 
involved in the self-build project of 36 
bungalows in The Broadway, Norton. 

Stayed 

He and Dorothy’s first home together 
was in Barn Close, on the New Farm 
Estate between Lye and Stourbridge, 
where they lived in the top flat and 
Leslie in the bottom, with George just 


round the corner. They then moved into 
their self-build bungalow in The Broad¬ 
way, where they stayed for many years 
before moving to Avon Road, Norton. 

Oliver’s reputation as a heating engi¬ 
neer saw him progress to Hoare, Lee and 
Partners as a clerk of the works and he 
finished his career with the Regional 
Hospital Board, again as clerk of works, 
in 1988. 

Oliver, Leslie, George and their wives 
were keen sequence dancers for much of 
their lives, to which they attribute their 
longevity.

We ran the Big Question consulta¬ 
tion on council tax for three months up 
to the end of February and we were 
truly overwhelmed with the response 
from more than 4,500 borough resi¬ 
dents.

The consultation results were fasci¬ 
nating and showed us just over 50 per 
cent of people would be willing to pay 
more council tax to protect key council 
services. 

It did not however, offer us a

mandate to go to a referendum as in 
total, around 60 per cent of residents 
stated they would not be willing to pay 
more than a two per cent increase in 
council tax. 

This enabled us to make the 
informed decision to freeze council tax 
levels for another year, which we hope 
will help borough residents during 
these continued difficult economic 
times. 

The move to freeze council tax 
ensures our residents, who were 
already paying around £14 per month 
less than the national average, will con¬ 
tinue to pay some of the lowest levels in 


the whole country. Council tax bills are 
now landing on doorsteps and some 
people have asked me why their bill 
appears to have gone up slightly if we 
have frozen council tax levels. 

The freeze relates to the council 
element of the council tax bill.

Testament to the two-wheelers

PETER Bidmead reckoned he 
was born with two stroke motor¬ 
cycle fuel in his blood. 

Not only had he a collection of vintage 
motor bikes, but each day he travelled the 20 
miles to his works at Burton-on-Trent on his 
20-year-old l,000cc Ariel Square Four com¬ 
bination. 

“I just get a tremendous amount of enjoy¬ 
ment riding a bike. I suppose it’s in the 
blood,” said works manager Peter, of Mersey 
Road, Rugeley, in April 1978. 

To pass on his knowledge of bikes, Peter 
taught youngsters how to ride in an 
RAC/ACU motorcycle course at Fair Oak 
School, Rugeley. 

Supplying 

A search through the archives of the 
Chronicle’s sister paper, the Express & Star, 
revealed many photographs about people 
and their two-wheeled modes of transport. 

Securicor guards Harry Pritchard and 
Jack Ward took possession of electric 
powered mopeds in December 1973, a time 
of great worry about fuel prices. 

A Brierley Hill factory was supplying 
what were claimed to be the first electric- 
powered mopeds in Britain. No petrol, no

pollution and virtually noise free - that is 
the claim for the two-wheeled vehicles made 
by factory manager Colin Shaw, of Solo 
Power Equipment. 

The story said the first hundred mopeds, 
which could do p to 25 miles before recharg¬ 
ing, had already been bought by Securicor. 

In 1967 Walter Edge was found outside 
his home in Hill Avenue, Lanesfield, Wol¬ 
verhampton, proudly astride his 1928 long- 
stroke Sunbeam that he used daily. 

Don Higham, of Aldridge, was pictured 
setting off for work on his 1925 Royal 
Enfield in September 1976. The Walsall 
recreation department landscape officer 
had bought it for £30 and spent five years 
restoring it. 

Mark Wells and Paul Handley, both aged 
16, were among Wednesbury mods saying 
“don’t blame us” after complaints about 
motorcycle gangs which were said to be ter¬ 
rorising people on estates in October 1983. 

Paul, of Kent Road, Woods estate, said: 
“It’s ridiculous to say our bikes are high 
speed. My scooter’s top speed is only 
25mph.”

Reprinted bricks cap hub renovation 



AROUND £14,000 of renova¬ 
tion work has been com¬ 
pleted on a former canalside 
warehouse dating from the 
18th century which has 
become a popular commu¬ 
nity hub in Stourbridge. 

Hundreds of people use the Bonded 
Warehouse neighbouring the towpath 
of the Stourbridge Town Arm Canal for 
community meetings, exhibitions and 
a base for fundraising events each year. 

Repairs to exposed outside brick¬ 
work became a priority for members of 
the Stourbridge Navigation Trust fol¬ 
lowing harsh winter weather and 
general wear and tear. 

Brickwork has been repointed while 
other bricks were replaced and new 


wooden window frames fitted to the 
building during the six-week project. 

Trust finance director Chris Dyche, 
aged 69, said he was very pleased with 
the renovation which aimed to breathe 
a new lease of life into the Grade II 
listed building. 

“The work was needed because this 
is Grade II listed building and it is 
absolutely important to maintain it,” 
he said. It has become a landmark 
venue and we are very proud of it. 

Needed 

“It was very, very close to being 
demolished in the 1980s until we 
started out trying to save it. Now it is 
very well used for by the local commu¬ 
nity.” 

The trust, which manages the site on 
behalf of the Canal and River Trust, 


enlisted Hagley based renovation firm 
R Woodward and Co Ltd to do the work. 

The firm also helped with the initial 
transformation of the warehouse of the 
building in the 1980s after it had fallen 
into disrepair, 

The Bonded Warehouse was built in 
1799 by the Stourbridge Navigation 
Company, which ran the waterway in 
its industrial heyday. 

It was eventually transferred into 
the hands of British Waterways and 
rented out to a gas engineering firm. 

But a campaign lead by waterways 
enthusiasts from the Staffordshire and 
Worcestershire Canal Society helped 
start dredging the Stourbridge Canal 
in the late 1970s and early 1980s. 

They turned their attentions on the 
warehouse and transformed it into a 
community venue.

The store is being built on the site of 
the old Crown Centre and Bell Street 
multi-storey car park. It was demol¬ 
ished in March last year using explo¬ 
sives. 

Landmovers cleared 9,000 tons of 
rubble, some of which will be re-used in 
the building, ready to construct the 
shopping complex. 

Residents have welcomed the chang¬ 
ing landscape. Accountant Sarah 
Thomas, aged 32, of Wollaston, said: 
“It’s going to make such a difference to

The development is one of a number 
of regeneration schemes in the pipeline 
for the town. Planning permission has 


which has seen the first bricks laid 

been granted for an 80-bedroom 
Premier Inn, which will be built on 
land just off Birmingham Street. It will 
have a Brewers Fayre restaurant with 
122 parking spaces. 

It is hoped the hotel could be open as 
early as spring next year and it has 
been welcomed by Stourbridge Town¬ 
ship Council, which believes it will 
boost the town’s tourism and economy. 

Council bosses have also outlined 
proposals to boost the use of the River 
Stour and visitor numbers as part of its 
masterplan for the town. 

They want to encourage develop¬ 
ment along the riverside to help link it 
better with the town centre. 

The regeneration plan includes new 
pathways alongside the river and new 
pedestrian crossing points on parts of 
the ring road to help make the town 
centre more accessible on foot or by 
bicycle. 

The plan will also improve the Stour¬ 
bridge Wharf at the Stourbridge 
Branch Canal for visitors.

Dramatic series draws 
to a great conclusion 


S o, have you figured out whodunit 
yet? Usually, the resolution of a 
whodunit is guessable, especially 
one that has lasted several weeks in 
which each suspect has been examined 
and dismissed (or otherwise) throughout 
the run.

But not Broadchurch - it’s been a 
different breed altogether, and thank 
goodness for that. Too many dramas 
these days have been made to appeal to 
viewers with short attention spans; 
they’re smart, snappy and scenes last 
about 30 seconds. 

However, this eight-part series from 
acclaimed writer Chris Chibnall has been 
a slow-burner, with the patience of 
audience members rewarded with one of 
the most gripping plots we’ve seen in a 
long while. 

So far we’ve learned that Danny 
Latimer has been murdered and that 
most of the people in the town of 
Broadchurch, where he lived, have 


something to hide and so could, possibly, 
have bumped him off in an attempt to 
keep their secret under wraps for ever. 

And that’s about it really - although 
we’re just as keen to find out what’s 
really wrong with Dl Alec Hardy, the 
detective in charge of the case, as we 
are the identity of the killer. 

But no matter how intriguing the 
storyline, the programme just wouldn’t be 
worth tuning in for if it wasn’t for the 
acting, which has been of a uniformly 
high standard. At the centre of it all is 
Jodie Whittaker as Beth, Danny’s grief- 
stricken mother. 

The 30-year-old Huddersfield-born 
actress is making a habit of playing 
young mums - in BBC Two’s Royal 
Wedding, she was a woman who’d had 
a baby at 15, and she’s in the same 
situation here. 

No doubt her next role will be very 
different, but there’s no denying she’s the 
heart and soul of this series. And what’s 
particularly interesting is that during 
filming, neither she nor the rest of the 
cast knew who the killer was. 

“I only got the first episode for the 
audition and I found that quite nerve- 
wracking, not knowing where it was 


going,” she says. “But that’s a really great 
thing to do because it keeps you anxious 
the whole way through. It keeps you 
guessing and makes you not trust any of 
the other characters; which you wouldn’t 
do in that environment. 

“That first episode was heart-breaking 
to read, but you met so many interesting 
characters. When I came on board, 

David Tennant, Olivia Colman, Vicky 
McClure and Andrew Buchan were 
already attached. Every week, new 
names were signed to it which was really 
exciting to think you would be working 
with them on an ensemble piece. 

“Not a lot of dramas are ensemble and 
there are about 20 of us.” 

But it hasn’t just been the human cast 
that Jodie has enjoyed being around - 
the Dorset scenery has almost been a 
character itself. 

“I always enjoy filming on location as 
there is that feeling that you can be in it 
the whole time; you are staying away, 
you don’t have to deal with normal life 
when you get home from work, so it’s 
been a great experience.” 

It’s been great watching it too - here’s 
hoping the last episode lives up to 
expectations.

Turn over 
a new Leaf 
with latest 
all-electric 

THE next generation of Nissan’s all-electric 
Leaf has arrived - and for the first time, buyers 
can lease batteries for the 100 per cent elec¬ 
tric car and choose one of three trim levels. 

A new pricing structure has been introduced to reflect the 
three trim levels and the battery-leasing options now avail¬ 
able - but things are far from complicated. Cars bought with 
leased batteries will be known as ‘Flex’ models and buyers 
will be able to get behind the wheel of an entry-level Visia 
Leaf on that basis for £15,990 (after receipt of the Govern¬ 
ment’s £5,000 plug-in grant). 

The separate battery lease payment ranges from just £70 
per month depending on the length of the contract and 
mileage covered. 

The highest price anyone will pay for a Leaf is £25,490 
(again, after receipt of the grant). This will be for a top-of- 
the-range Tekna Leaf, with the battery bought outright. 

The new Leaf features more than 100 improvements over 
its predecessor - many of which were made as a result of 
feedback from Nissan’s active community of Leaf owners. 

Most notably, the car’s range has been extended from 109 
miles to 124 miles. And its battery is capable of recharging 
in about half the time of the first-generation Leaf. 

The longer range has been achieved by improving the 
Leafs aerodynamics and its regenerative braking system 
and a more efficient E-powertrain. The real world range has 
also been improved with the introduction of a new heating 
system which is 70 per cent more efficient through the use 
of a heat pump in the system. 

Unique 

But that’s far from the whole story. New interior trim, the 
addition of Nissan’s Around View Monitor technology and 
new suspension settings specifically tailored for European 
roads build on the Leaf’s unique driving experience. 

The three trim levels available to UK buyers are Visia, 
Acenta and Tekna. All models have increased boot space 
because of the relocation of the charging point and an 
enhanced interior trim. There is a height-adjust facility on 
both front seats and more foot space for passengers. 

At the top of the range, Tekna features a Bose energy-effi¬ 
cient sound system with a subwoofer and seven speakers. In 
addition, there are 17in alloys and LED headlamps. 

Whichever route buyers choose to Leaf ownership, peace 
of mind is assured with Nissan’s enhanced battery war¬ 
ranty. The warranty on the previous-generation Leafs 
battery covered it against defective materials or workman¬ 
ship for five years. The extended warranty also protects 
against capacity loss, with a commitment to repair or 
replace a battery which falls short of what might reasonably 
be expected. 

Nissan’s announcement of a new era for emission-free 
motoring continues to drive the electric revolution forward. 
Owning an electric car has never been more appealing. 
Some of the benefits are well-known, such as the lack of 
Vehicle Excise Duty and exemption from the London con¬ 
gestion charge, but it’s becoming easier to charge up a 
Nissan Leaf on the move with more public charging points 
opening all the time. And of course, the cost of a full battery 
charge is a fraction of the price of a tank of petrol. 

Jim Wright, managing director of Nissan Motor (GB) Ltd, 
said: “We are very proud of the new Nissan Leaf, which 
underlines our commitment to the future of electric motor¬ 
ing. 

“With more than 100 improvements over the outgoing 
model, it really does mark the next stage in the electric 
motoring revolution. Built at our record-breaking Sunder¬ 
land plant for British drivers using British roads, we’re 
looking forward to it becoming our next home-grown 
success story.”

Reanne rules as she pots a ninth title 


DUDLEY snooker ace Reanne 
Evans has won the women’s world 
snooker championship final for a 
record ninth year in succession. 

And Evans compiled two century 
breaks in the process. 

The 27-year-old accounted for 
fellow Dudley player and world No. 1 
Maria Catalano 6-3 in the World 
Ladies Billiards & Snooker Associa¬ 
tion’s showpiece event at Cam¬ 
bridge Snooker Centre. 

Evans said of her record: “Nobody 
ever dreams about doing things like 
that. I’m over the moon. I play every

tournament like it’s a fresh one, oth¬ 
erwise there’s too much pressure. 

“The pressure’s on me to lose it, 
not for them to win it.” 

It was the fourth time in five years 
that the friends from Dudley, had 
met in the world final. 

Evans started with a 100 clear¬ 
ance in the first frame and added a 
60 and a 117 clearance straight after 
the mid-session interval to lead 5-2. 

Catalano, 30, still seeking a first 


world title, pulled one back with a 
run of 44 but Evans wrapped things 
up in the next. 

“It’s good to have two centuries, 
especially in a final,” said the cham¬ 
pion. “It’s good to bring it off the 
practice table, because I do it all the 
time in practice.” 

Elsewhere, Hannah Jones 
claimed her fifth junior title. The 16- 
year-old from Derby beat 13-year- 
old Jasmine Bolsover 3-0 in the 
final. In the main event, Jones put 
out No.2 seed Emma Bonney 3-0 and 
topped her round-robin group 


before being knocked out 3-0 by Yu 
Ching Ching in the quarter-finals. 

Hong Kong compatriots Ng On 
Yee and So Man Yan, champions in 
2011, accounted for Maureen 
Rowland and Tatjana Vasiljeva 2-0 
to collect their second Ladies Pairs 
crown. 

Suffolk duo Fran Calvert and 
Aidan Owens edged WLBSA presi¬ 
dent Mandy Fisher and Phil 
Mumford 3-2 in the Mixed Pairs 
final. Jenny Poulter, of Maidstone, 
clinched her third Seniors title by 
beating Marianne Williams 3-0. 


GIASSBOYS SECURE 
PLACE IN TOP FIVE 


Gosport Borough 1 Stourbridge 3 
GARY HACKETT’S men secured a top five 
finish and a play-off berth with a battling away 
win over fellow promotion contenders 
Gosport Borough. 


The Evo-Stik Southern Premier victory came in atrocious 
conditions at a rain-soaked Privett Park with the pitch 
scarcely playable by the final whistle. 


Stourbridge were up 
against it in the first period, 
with the home side having 
the advantage of the slope 
and wind, but the visitors 
stuck to their task manfully. 

In the fifth minute Ben 
Billingham intercepted a 
loose pass and cut in from 
the right before hitting a 25- 
yard shot wide of Nathan 
Ashmore’s right-hand post.

On 22 minutes the Glass- 
boys opened the scoring 
from an excellent 25-yard 
free-kick from Sean Geddes 
which went over the Gosport 
wall and past the keeper into 
the top right-hand corner. 

Nine minutes before the 
break Stourbridge had a 
good opportunity to double 
their advantage when 
Jordan Fitzpatrick found 
himself clear, but shot past 
the far post from 15 yards 
out. 

Stourbridge had more 
favourable conditions after 
the re-start and just six 
minutes in, struck a decisive

blow with a second goal, 
scored by Billingham. 

Midway through the half, 
the Glassboys saw Luke 
Benbow sent off for a second 
booking. 

Jamie Oliver was close to 
a bizarre 73rd minute goal 
when his clearance from 
inside his own half carried 
on in the wind and deceived 
Ashmore, but bounced just 
wide of the post. 

As the surface continued 
to deteriorate, Gosport 
began to apply more pres¬ 
sure and with seven minutes 
remaining Dan Wooden’s 
shot was deflected in. 

In a tense finale Gosport 
were themselves reduced to 
10 men in the 88th minute 
after Tom Dunford saw red 
for pushing Nathan Bennett 
to the floor and then as the 
game entered stoppage time 
Billingham scored a comical 
third goal to wrap up the 
win.
